study the im pact of the p an el’s 
ruling that the population dis­ 
parity am ong the 1963 districts 
was too great. 
R oberts also tem porarily with­ 
drew his own nam e from the 
race for the Republican nom ina. 
lion to Congress from the 19th 
D istrict, which was created in 
1963. 
Lt. Gov. T. John Lesinski said 
he would subm it a 
plan 
this 
week in which district population 
would vary no m ore than 16,000 
residents from the m ost 
pop­ 
ulous district to the sm allest. 
The present extrem e variance is 
190,000. 
Lesinski said that based on 
past voting 
records, his 
plan 
would result in election of IO 
R epublicans and 9 D em ocrats. 
R epublicans now hold an 11-8 
advantage 
in M ichigan’s 
con­ 
gressional delegation. 
The Ju d iciary C om m ittee’s re ­ 
turn today was two days ahead 
of m ost of the rest of the Legis­ 
lature, which begins reg u lar ses­ 
sion W ednesday.

would require a tw o-thirds m a 
jority in each house to becom e 
law. 
Only three weeks rem ain be­ 
fore the deadline set by election

sult in petitions. 


Asked if he thought it would 
be possible to get a cloture vote 
to cut off the expected Senate 
filibuster against the bill, John­ 
son said: “ I haven’t gone into 


In his p rep ared Senate speech 
today, H um phrey said biparti­ 
san backers of the civil rights 
bill are anxious for ‘‘full and 
fair d eb a te .”

Level In Wells 
Over Two Feet 


The Alaskan earthquake of 
last 
Friday 
night 
caused 
a 
fluctuation of the w ater level 
in the Schemmel Well at Pine 
Ridge of 2.2 feet. This was de­ 
term ined today w ith reading of 
the 
graph 
on 
the 
recorder 
m aintained on the well by the 
U.S. Geological Survey. 
The seismic wave 
reaction 
was recorded about m idnight 
Friday. The earthquake occur­ 
red about 5:30 Alaska tim e and 
10:30 Escanaba time. 
Geologists of the Geological 
Survey said that they had re ­ 
ceived local reports of cloudy 
w ater in local wells since the 
Alaskan earthquake. They said 
a surge in the wells causes the 
roiling of silt in the well and 
equifer and that it should clear 
up in a few days “unless there 
is another quake.” 
The fluctuation of more than 
2 feet in the w ater of the more 
than 600 feet deep Schemmel 
Well was reported by Robert 
K nutilla and Ted Thompson of 
the U.S. Geological Survey of­ 
fice in Escanaba. 
The recording of earth crust 
shocks like those from more 
than 4,000 miles away in the 
Alaskan 
quakes 
is 
not 
the 
prim e purpose of the Geologi­ 
cal 
Survey’s keeping of re­ 
cords on the Schemmel Well 
and others in this area. Such 
recordings as seismic wave re­ 
sults and atm ospheric pressure 
changes 
are extra dividends. 
The prim e purpose of the re ­ 
corders Is for hydrological (w a­ 
ter) studies of the aquifer. An 
aquifer is a w ater-bearing bed 
of earth, gravel or porous stone. 
Seismic 
waves 
traveling 
through the earth ’s crust from 
Chile were recorded in w ater 
wells in the United States from 
Florida to Wisconsin in 1960 


after the Chilean quake, and as 
far away as Hawaii. 
The fluctuations in the w ater 
wells are believed caused by 
the surface (Rayleigh) waves 
of earthquakes. Study of earth ­ 
quake effects on w ater levels 
have great potential scientific 
value. Records of the response 
of wells to earthquakes help 
determ ine the elastic proper­ 
ties of artesian aquifers and 
knowledge of these properties 
is essential in the study and 
developm ent of ground w ater 
supplies. 
Even 
ocean 
tides 
affect 
aquifers and register on deep 
well 
recorders, 
com pressing 
the aquifer and squeezing the 
w ater level up in wells like the 
Schem m el Well on the pro­ 
perty of M arshall and Sherm an 
Blake 
of 
Escanaba

Pine 
Ridge. It has been called the 
Schemmel well because of an 
iron ore exploration test hole 
in the W orld W ar I 
period 
which created the well.

students,” said Michigan State 
University’s 
Secretary 
Jack 
Breslin, to MSU 
county 
and 
district staff members in Mar­ 
quette recently. To emphasize 
the state’s dilemna in provid­ 
ing 
educational 
opportunities 
for all of the so-called “war 
babies” 
Breslin 
pointed 
out 
that it would take five new 
colleges and 
universities the 
size of Flint Junior, 
Albion, 
Port Huron 
Junior, 
Western 
Michigan and the University of 
Michigan, just to provide class­ 
rooms and teachers for the ad­ 
ditional boys and girls wanting 
to go to college in 1970. 
These are conservative pre­ 
dictions of the needs for meet­ 
ing the minimum demands for 
higher education, said Breslin, j 
who added that 1970 
would 
see the number in 
the 
state 
seeking college education shoot 
up to 330,000—double the total 
enrollment of 1960. 
“Just to handle 
the 
extra 
43,000 college and 
university 
students—the number 
antici­ 
pated for next year over the 
1962 enrollment, we will need 
24 per cent more 
teachers,” 
Breslin said. “This,” he

Public Warned 


Of Mail Fraud 


Noting that mail frauds filch 
millions from the public an­ 
nually and are increasing, Es­ 
canaba Postmaster James E. 
Pryal urged today that local 
residents take care in respon­ 
ding to solicitations from un­ 
known companies or to “offer 
too good to be true.’ 
Pryal said the Postal Service 
is 
pressing 
a 
strong 
drive 
against quackery by mail, land 
fraud promotions, gyp w ork-at- 
home schemes and the like. 
He noted that one of the 
stiffest prison terms ever ad­ 
ministered to a medical “con 
man” was given to Roy Wright 
WeWelles, of Pass Christian, 
Miss., who made an estimated 
$1.5 million peddling a worth­ 
less “oxygen therapy” device 
known as Detoxaconlon. De- 
Welles was arrested after send­ 
ing out 10,000 postal cards pro­ 
moting the quack scheme. 
In other recent mail fraud 
cases there were convictions on 
the sale of worthless desert land 
near Elko. Nev; a faith healer 
scheme; and “work-at-home” 
schemes in which people who 
sent money received nothing. 
“It should be emphasized.” 
Postmaster Pryal added, “that 
most businesses doing business 
by mail are reputable firms, 
including many that may not be 
familiar to the prospective pur­ 
chaser.” 
If there is any doubt it is best 
to get information from reliable 
sources, such as the Better Bus­ 
iness Bureau. In cases where 
there is a genuine basis for sus­ 
picion of fraud, prompt infor­ 
mation should be supplied to 
the postmaster, who will see 
that appropriate action is taken.

By A P N E W S F E A T U R E S 
Ternpermental oysters make 
pearls, and pearls make money 
for nan. So man cultivates oy­ 
sters. 
But oysters refuse to be ex­ 
ploited, and unless man keeps 
their living conditions near-per­ 
fect, they retaliate, either by 
producing inferior stones or by 
dying. 
Japanese pearl farmers, whose 
oysters 
produce 
most 
of 
the 
world’s cultured 
pearls, have 
become experts at oyster-pam­ 
pering. 
But sometimes the pampering 
is not enough. Masayasu Kato, 
United States representative for 
Jap an ’s cultured pearl industry, 
reports that some sizes of cul­ 
tured pearls w ill be in short 
supply this year after four years 
of unfavorable weather which 
lowered production. 
Everything possible is done to 
insure peace and quiet for the 
oyster while he works. The oy­ 
ster creates a pearl by deposit­ 
ing nacre around a piece of 
polished 
shell 
placed 
in 
his 
flesh by Hie farmer. 
W hile tile pearl grows — a 
process that takes years 
the 
oyster is kept happy, healthy, 
clean and in quiet water of the 
proper temperature and sali­ 
nity.

beds clean and supply food, and 
hospitals where the implant op­ 
eration is performed are stand- 
(lard equipment on modern oy­ 
ster farms 
Despite the care oysters re­ 
ceive. on In about five per cent 
of the pearls harvested in a 
typical year are good enough to 
be called gems. 
And 
in bad 
years, the crop falls off sharply 
as the oysters refuse to pro­ 
duce.

First Big Fair 


Held In London 


NEW YORK 
(AP) 
— The 
World's 
Fair 
opening 
next 
month will be symbolized by 
the Unisphere, which stands for 
peace through understanding. 
For years visitors will re­ 
member the huge stainless steel 
globe, showing all the continents 
and with three orbital rings. 
There have been more than 
30 world expositions since the 
first was held in London in 1851 
and each has tried to be a little 
more lavish, dazzling and fan­ 
tastic than the preceding. 
The first fair was staged in 
an immense and remarkable 
building of 
iron 
and 
glass, 
dubbed the Crystal Palace and 
erected in London’s Hyde Park. 
It was made of 300.000 panes 
of glass and was so large—as 
long as six football fields—that 
fuell size trees grew under its 
roof. 
Fountain Perfumed 
It was unlike any building 
that ever had been constructed 
before and provided a note of 
the fantastic that became essen­ 
tial in all subsequent fairs. 
Opened by Queen Victoria, the 
show was an immense success 
from the beginning, attracting 
six million spectators during its 
144-day run. 
There were 100,000 exhibits 
and a multitude of fountains, 
one spraying eau de cologne to 
freshen the atmosphere. A new 
musical invention, 
called the 
saxaphone, intrigued many visi­ 
tors. 
The Crystal Palace later was 
moved to the outskirts of Lon­ 
don, where it remained until 
destroyed by fire in 1936. 
The French International Ex­ 
position in Paris in 1855 offtn ed 
immense 
exhibition 
space 
in 
two big halls, many fine art dis­ 
plays and a fountain that eject­ 
ed artificial flowers. 
President Ulysses S. Grant 
opened the Philadelphia Centen­ 
nial Exposition in 1876. It was 
the first of the really mammoth 
fairs and its five large sti uc- 
tures and more than IOO smaller 
ones occupied 60 acres. 
Chicago In 1893 
The Gallery of Art still sur­ 
vives and was the home of the 
Philadelphia Museum until it 
moved to its present site. 
The nearly IO million visitors 
got a look at another new in­ 
vention, Thomas Edison s pho­ 
nograph. 
At Paris’ Exposition Univer- 
sele in 1878, the noted actress. 
Sarah 
Bernhardt, 
became so 
enthralled by a balloon exhibit 
that she persuaded the balloon­ 
ist to take her aloft for an aerial 
dinner and a broader look at 
the big show. 
Paris put on another Exposi­ 
tion Universelle in 1889 and the 
984-f<x>t Eiffel Tower went up as 
the center attraction and the 
world’s tallest structure. 
Visitors to Chicago s Columbi­ 
an Exposition in 1893 saw the
